Such there were amongſt the Theſſalontens, 
Men not ſufficiently inſtructed in the DoQrine 
of the Reſurretion.

Paul applies himſelf in the 13th verſe of this 
Chapter, But T would not have you to be igno> 
rant, Brethren, concerning them which are aſleep, 
that ye forrow not even as others whith have no 
hope, It ſeems there were ſome in that Church 
not well informed about the State of the Dead, 
and what was to follow after Death : Therefore 
in the next Verſes heeſtabliſhes the DoQtrine of 
the Reſurrection. |

roſe again; even ſs themalſo which fleep in Jeſus, 
will God bring with him. © 

Ver. 15. For this we ſay unto you by the Word 
of the Lord, that we which are alive, axd remain 
unto the coming of the Lord, ſhall not prevent them 
which are aſleep.

3. The ſtate in which we ſhall thus for ever 
continue, is deſcribed (ſo far as concerns hol 
Men) by being with the Lord; and elſewhere, by 
being pr with the Lord. 

4. 'This ſhall be after the Quick and-Dead are 
united in one Body, to meet our Lord Feſws at 
his ſecond coming , ſo as we then. meet, /o ſhall 
we ever be mith the Lord. LS 


Firſt, We do not periſh when we die. We. 
remain in being, when the Union. of Soul and 
Body is diffolved; the Soul remains, and the 
Body ſhall in due time be reunited. We die 
that we may live again. There is a Future 
State, a Being, and a Life after Death. 


Though 


Though it be no ſufficient excuſe for Igno- 
rance, yet it may ſuggeſt this pious Meditation 
to us, to bewail the wanton abuſe of Know- 
ledg, or the means of Knowledg; if we conſi- 
_ der, that in this Age of Light and Improvement; 
there are Men, who to outward appearance 
ſeem to profeſs Atheiſm, with greater and more 
avowed confidence, than other Men dared to-do 
in former Ages of Ignorance and Superſtition. 
| There was one or two -ſuſpeQted of old among 
the: Athenians, but they were {corned and re- 
proached, as unworthy of the Reaſon that was 

lanted in them. There may, at other times, 
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ave been ſome Fools who have ſaid” in their Pal, 1441. 


hearts, There is xo God. But I queſtion whether 
till this. Age, prodigious for Wickedneſs and 
Debauchery, there have been any ſuch number 
of Men as of late days ſo profligately bold, as 
to make it the ordinary entertainment of Life, 
to ridicule —_— and laugh at the Notion 
of a Deity, and explode the Exiſtence of Spi- 
rits,, and the Immortality of the Soul, as idle 
.nonſenſe. :. 

That there have: been ſuch, who have ſo 
ſeemed to be Atheiſts, T nothing doubt. But 
whether any conſidering Man did really, and 
unfeignedly, and confidently believe that there- 
is no God, and that there will be no future 
State; this I confeſs T very much doubt. And: 
there is the greater reaſon to think there never 
were ſuch ; becauſe ſome of thoſe whoſe vicious 
Inclinations have led them, firſt to wiſh, and: 


then to. deſire, and then to hope, and: it _— 
e. 
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be to think, that nothing remained after this 


Life; when it has pleaſed Gad to bring them 


to a better Mind, they. have acknowledged, 
that they did not find it an eaſy thing, quite to 
extinguiſh the Notion of a Deity out of their 
Minds. Whatever ſome Men may have thought, 


thus much is certain ; That no Man can demon-_ 


ſtrate this Negative, that there is no State -af- 
ter this. And then this: 1s allo certain ; if it be 
but poſſible, if it may but reaſonably be ſuſpe&- 
ed, that we do not periſh when we die, it is 
perfe& madneſs and inexcuſable folly to live as 
if there were no after-State, and to lay no foun- 
dation for an happy Eternity. 

As for us, who believe what we profefs, it 
lies as the very foundation of all our Religion : 
The Being of God is ſuppoſed in all the Exerci- 
ſes of our Devotion. And the Immortality of 
the Soul ,. and the Reſurreftion of the Dead, 
and eternal Judgment, are DoQtrines that do ſo 
much uphold all the other Articles of our Chri. 
ſtian Faith, that otherwiſe our Preachivs woult 
be vain, and your Faith would be vain. Nor does 
our Religion.in theſe things impoſe upon our 
Underfſtandings, and teach us to believe without 
Reaſon : for this has been the common ſenſe of 
Mankind. The DoQtrine of the ReſurreQRion 
was indeed new and ſtrange to the Heathen 
Philoſophers; and they ſeemed to look up- 
on *Avaxxas as a kind of a God or Goddeſs, 
which the Apoſtles preached together with Je- 
ſus. He ſeemeth to be @ ſetter forth of flirange 
Gods, becauſe he preached unto them Jeſus and

the Reſurreftion. But our continmance in a fu- 
ture State was ſo incorporated in the belief of 
the Heathen Philoſophers and Poets, yea of 
their Orators and Hiftorians too, that we may 
well ſay, it isa DoQrine agreeable to the Rea- 
ſon of Mankind. | 

Some Men may have expreſſed this Belief 
upon inſufficient or doubtful Motives: as, the 
preexiſtence of Souls, and the imagined appea- 
rances of departed Spirits. But that the Soul of 
Man is of a ſeparate Nature, and capable of 
Exiſtence ſeparate from the Body; that it is of 
that quickneſs and ARQivity as not to ſleep, or 
die, or turn to corruption with the Body, has 
been generally and firmly believed. And to- 
| gether with the more rude and imperfe&t No- 
| tices that Heathens, by the Light of Nature,

- have had of theſe things, our Chriſtian Religi- 

on both confirms us ta the Truth of it, and 
direQs us rightly to underſtand the importance 
of this Truth ; and alſo reveals further, that our 
Bodies, as well as Souls, ſhall receive Life from 
him who is the Fountain of Life.

| May be a good Verſe, but it is a very bad 
| Sentence. To believe that nothing remains af- 
terDeath, is an error, which if nothing elle can 
corre, yet at kngth the experience of a fu- 
| ture State (when it ſhall be too late) will teach 
} Men, that it had been fafer and wiſer to have 

believed it, while they had time to make prepa- 
ration for it. This 
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 'This is the firſt Obſervation I ' make from- 
theſe words: We ſhall beafter death. We are 
not then diſmiſt and reſolved into our firſt No- 
thing. Our Exiſtence continues, and our | Life 
continues. And that it may appear how much 
we are concerned to live with relation to that- 
future State, that-we.may hot neglect it becauſe 
of its futurity, as 1f it were -not worthy of our 
preſent care, we- are further inſtruQed from. 
theſe words, that there is nothing in this our 
momentary Pilgrimage, that deſerves a ſetled 
Thought, or a fixed AﬀeCtion, in compariſon 
of that long and never-ending State. For ſo we 
here read, that we ſhall ever be. 


WhenceTI conſider, - 

Secondly ; The future State is an Everlaſtins 
State. Nothing 1s long that has an End. We. 
linger out in this World ſome ſixty, or ſome 
eighty, and ſome very few near an Hundred 
Years and the greater number drop off fooner, 
even in the Bud or Blofſom. But if we could live 
a Thouſand Years twice told, when it is once 
paſt, it will be but as yeſterday, when we com- 
pare it with a long Eternity. That is a Dura- 
tion that ſwallows up our Thoughts, and by 
the unboundedneſs of it, makes us poor and 
ſhort in our conceptions of it. We ſee an end 
of all PerfeAtion. All that we converſe with, 
is finite, and it is difficult for our narrow Souls 
ro comprehend what it is t6 live for, ever. 
Hereafter we ſhall better underſtand what we 
now believe : but we believe it, becauſe we are - 


{o_. 
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ſo taught. As by our Reaſon ; That that which 
cannot be corrupted or ſubject to Decay, muſt 


remain incorruptible : ſo by our Religion, we 


have Life and Immortality brought to light through 
the Goſpel. We are now immeaſurably ſollici- 
_ tous about an Inch of Time, whereas St. Paul by 
the ſhortneſs of our time would perſwade us 
to be more indifferent about the Aﬀairs of this 
Life. This 1 ſay, Brethren, the time is ſhort : It 
remaineth, that-both they that have Wives, be as tho 
they had none ; and they that weep, as though they 
wept not ; - and they that rejoice, as though they 
rejoiced not ; and they that buy, as though they 
poſſeſſed not; and they that uſe this World, as 
not abuſing it ; for the ſaſvins of this World paſe 
ſeth away. But when {hall we be ſuitably af- 
feed towards a future State? Are we loth to 
venture the -Concerns of a few days, and ſhall 
we put eternal Salvation to the venture ? It 
- would be an eaſier thing: for Men of corrupt 
Minds to live, and much eaſter to die, if Happi- 
neſs and Miſery both died with us. But we 
are now in a tendency to another Life, and as 
our Preparations now are, ſo will our State then 
be. My Text indeed ſpeaks of nothing but a 
joyous Eternity. We ſhall ever be with the 
Lord. But all thoſe that live for ever, ſhall nor 
find this true, A great part of Mankind ſhall 
be curſed, and commanded to depart from God. 
The ſame Lord Jeſus who 1s here ſaid to take 


holy Men to be for ever with himſelf, in the 


next Epiſtle to theſe Theſſalonians, has his com- 


ing deſcribed in other terms; The Lord Jeſus 2 Theſl.1. 7,8. 


ſhall be revealed from Heaven, with his mighty

Angels, in flaming Fire, taking vengeance on them 
that know not God, and that obey not the Goſpel 
of our Lord Jeſws Chriſt, There is everlaſting 
Death, as well as everlaſting Life: and they 
who trifle away their time in this World, with- 
out performing the Conditions upon which e- | 
ternal Happineſs is promiſed, will find it to 
their aſtoniſhment true ; when though #hey call 
for the Rocks and Mountains to hide them, yet the 
great Day of God's Wrath will come, and they ſhall 
wot be able to ſtand. | 

W herefore, happy they of whom theſe words 
ſpeak ; who, when they are called to meet the 
Lord in the Air, ſhall never depart from him, 
Which according to the tenor of the Scripture, 
cannot be the Portion of all Men, therefore 
there can be no difficulty or doubt in reſtraining 
my Third Obſervation to holy Men. 

Thirdly, After Death, all the holy People of 
God ſhall for ever be with the Lord. 1 confeſs 
theſe words do not aſſure us, that immediately 
after Death our Souls ſhall be tranſlated to Glo- 
ry and Happineſs; but only tell, what ſhall be- - 
fal us after the Reſurrection: It is now 1600 
Years and upwards ſince this Epiſtle was writs 
ten, and yet the end of the World is not come : 
And when it will come, none of us knows. 
How long ſoever it may be, it is but a ſmall 
{pace of Time in compariſon of Eternity ; and 
therefore it being otherwiſe certain, that our 
Souls do not fleep in- the interval, between 
the Death and the Reſurreftion of the Body ; 
I conſider it now. without any diſtinQion, and 
expreſs it indefinitely of the future State. 'Then 

holy 
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holy Men ſhall ever be with the Lord. 


So has our Bleſſed Saviour afſured us, IF any John 12. 25. 
Man ſcrue me, let him follow me; and where 1 
am, there ſhall alſo my Servant be. Again, In John 14 2, 3, 
my Father's houſe are many Manſions : if it were + 


not fo, I would have told you; I go to prepare 
4 Place for you. And if I go and prepare 4 Place 
for yon, I will come again and receive you to my 
ſelf, that where 1 am, there ye may be alſo. And 
the ſame aſſurance we have from other Texts 
in other Phraſes. Now what it is to be with 
the Lord, is not eaſy for us, in this preſent State, 
fully to ſay ; But ſure we are, it deſcribes a very 
great and happy State. And we may, 1a the 
conſideration of it, join ſome other Texts com- 

ared together with thoſe I have named, out of 


the Goſpel of St. Fohz; We are willing rather to 2 Cor. 5.8. 


be abſent from the Body, and to be preſent with 


the Lord. Now we ſee #hrough a Glaſs darkly ; 1 Cor. r3, _— 


but then Pace to Pace. His Servants ſhall ſerve 


i fulneſs of Foy : at thy right Hand are Pleaſures 
for evermore. And one place more particularly 


deſcribes the Glory of our Bodies; Who' ſball phil. z. 21. 


change our vile Body, that it may be faſhioned like 
to his glorious Body. > K 
"- So then, - to be with the Lord, is not to be 
advanced only to a proximity of. Place, but 
there is an Affinity, a nearneſfs of State, a re- 
ſemblance, and a participation alſo of that Glo- 
ry and Happineſs in which our Lord. is. Now 
let us confider a little. Holy Men ſhall ever 
be with the Lord ; that is, they ſhall be exalted 
to Honour and Glory as our Lord is: Not in the 
C 2 ſame 


him, and they ſhall ſee his Face. In thy preſence _ "MPEG 
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ſame degree, for of that we are not capable, but 
in our Meaſures, and according to our Capaci- 


ties; This it is to be where Chriſt our Lord is, 
To be honoured of his Father, and our Father ; 


Tf any Man ſerve me, him will my Father honour. 


The honour that our Lord Jeſ#s did to our Na- 
ture, in becoming Man, ſhall then redound to 
our Perſons; we ſhall be taken pp to be with 
God. He who is ſet down in the Throne of his 
Glory, will ennoble and raiſe us, ſo that even our 
Bodies, that are ſown and laid_ in the Grave 
in diſhonour, ſball be raiſed: in Glory. "The diffe- 
rence between Beauty and Deformity is eſteem- 
ed conſiderable in this Life ; but the refle&ions 
that will beam upon us, in that glorious State, 
ſhall, beyond what we can now conceive, 
dignify our Perſons. 'That which now turns 
to Duſt and Aſhes, ſhall be transhgured,” and 
the Righteous ſhall ſhive forth as the Sun in the 
Kjngdom of their Father. God has now honou- 
red Man, by making him an excellent Crea- 
ture, fit to govern the reſt of the Creation, if 
he could but govern himſelf: but we are now 
in a very low form of excellence in compariſon 
of the Honour and Dignity which our Lord 
Teſus will put upon us when he calls us, as the 
Bleſſed of his Father, to inherit a Kjngdom pre- 
pared for ws. Therefore is that which we (ball 
be poſſeſſed of called Glory, 4 Crown of Glory, 
a Kingdom, an Eternal weight of Glory. 
compariſon of which all the Sceptres and 
Crowns of this lower World are Trifles and 
Toys, and not worth looking after. 

But again, To be with the Lord, is tobe de- 

| livered 
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livered from all the Encumbrances, and Neceſ. 
ſities, and Perplexities of this preſent Life : to be 
raiſed to fulneſs of Joy,and Pleaſures for evermore. 
To be ſecured from all Wants and Weakneſles, 
from Sins, and Sorrows, and Fears ; fromthe De- 
vil, and HellL,and Death ; from whatſoever would 
diſturb and difſatisfy. To be with the Lord, is 
to have the Lord for our God, and to dwell 
with us: and the conſequence of God's dwel- 


ling with us is, as is deſcrbed, God ſhall wipe Rev. 21. 4. 


away all Tears from our Eyes, and there ſhall be 
20 more Death, neither Sorrow, nor Crying, neither 
ſhall there be any more Pain; for the former things 
are peſt away. The ImperfeQtions of this State 
ſhall paſs away,. and the Neceflities of it too. 
We ſhall no more hunger nor thirſt ; no more be: 
{ollicitous' what will become of 'us; no more 
amuſed and frighted with Wars, or rumours of 
Wars; no more in danger of Plots and Con- 
ſpiracies ; under no. diſcontent for decay - of 
Trade, or loſs of Friends; under no pains of 
Body, nor trouble of : Mind ; beyond the reach of 
Sickneſs and Diſeaſes, and efteQually ſecured 
from all diſturbing Accidents. Yea, and be- 
ond all this which is but the abſence of Mi- 
ery ;. to be with the Lord, is to be in our Pa- 
ther's houſe; in thoſe pkaſant Manſions where 
Peace and Joy dwell, and triumph ; where 
the Eyes of our Underſtanding ſhall be inhghtned 
and-inabled to take a full. view of. the raviſhing 
Beauties of 'T ruth and Goodneſs, which are too 
dazling for mortal-Eyes ; where our Wills ſhall 
be reduced to a {weet and blefled compcſure, 


and our AﬀeCtions centred and united in _ 
| an 
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and Goodneſs, and filled with thoſe Ardours, of 
which we are not now capable. But when we 
are filed with all the fulneſs of God; when we 
ſhall know, and ſee, and adore, and magnify 
God the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, 
for bringing us into eternal Glory : when we 
ſhall be paſt the Dotages of this preſent Life, 
and ſhall have zone in Heaven but God ; when 
we ſhall have gathered up the wandring Powers 
of our Souls, and fixed them upon God the Ay- 
thor, and the Obje& of our Happineſs ; Then 
{ball we find words fit to expreſs thoſe incom- 
parable Attainments, about which we do now 
but chatter, and give imperfe& accounts of, as 
Children do, when they talk of Mens Af- 
fairs. | 

But when we ſhall be with the Lord, we 
ſhall then underſtand the happy change of our 
Society. We now converſe with Men of varia- 
ble Tempers, of difficult Paſſions, of contra- 
dicting Intereſts, of — Luſts; fo 
that a ſolitary Wilderneſs is many times more 


: deſirable than ſuch unacceptable Company. But

when we ſhall be with the Lord, we ſhall alſo 
be with the Spirits of juſt Men made perfett; 
with Men refined and purged from Dregs' and 
Dr ols, from all that would abate of the purity 
and ſincerity of Pleaſure, that we ſhall there en- 
joy from ſuitable Correſpondencies. 


In a word, 1o be with the Lord, is to be per- 


fealy happy. And that the fore-thoughts of 
an End, may not diſturbthe preſent Enjoyment, 
We ſhall be for ever with the Lord. We ſhall 
not enter upon Poſlefſions to be ejeted again, 


but 
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but ſhall receive a Kingdom that cannot be 
ſhaken. We ſhall find a Treaſure that fails nor, 
a laſting Glory, a perpetual Spring, a never- 
dying Happineſs, Joys that will not wither or 
decay in ſixty or eighty Years. And many 
times a great deal ſooner the Pleaſures of this 
Life have no reliſh in them, but all our remain- 
ing Days are Evil, in which we ſay, that we have Eccleſ. 12. 
; 210 pleaſure in them. But the duration of the 
Happineſs of Heaven, does not waſte or dimi- 
niſh it: It remains freſh and flouriſhing, and 
. full of ſatisfation. We ſhall ever be with the 
4 Lord, fo as never to.defire to change our Place 
g or Company. We ſhall never be weary of 
- what we do, nor of what we enjoy. And 
there can no addition be made to this Happi-

but that 
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that there ſhall be a Knowledg of, and con- 
verſe with one another, we may very reaſona- 
bly believe, whea we conſider, That it is a 
great part of our Comfort and Content now, 
to enjoy the ſociety of our Friends. - And it 
cannot be thought, that that bleſſed Company 
will derogate from, but will rather add to each 


others happinets. To the torment. of wicked 


Men, they ſhall ſee who are. admitted into the 
Kingdom of God : There ſhall be weeping and 
gnaſhing of Teeth, when ye ſhall ſee Abraham, 
and Waac, and Jacob, and all the Prophets in 
the Kijndgom of God, and you your ſelves thruſt 
out. And why ſhould it be difficult to believe, 
that they who are there, ſhall ſee and know 
one another? And it follows in the ſame 


place; And they ſball come from the Eaſt, and 


from the Weſt, and from the North, and from 


the South, and ſhall fit down in the Kingdom of 


| God. Inthe verſe of my Text, it is faid, they 


ſhall meet together. They ſhall all meet the 
ſame Lord, and partake of the ſame Happi- 
neſs, and join in the ſame Songs of Praiſe and 
Triumph. And who can think, when they 
are called together to meet their Lord, that 
they ſhall then be ſeparated, and know no- 
thing of one another's particular State'? No 
ſure ; The Communion of Saints will be per- 
feted in Heaven, So ſhall we ever be with the 
Lord. So in Company and Conſort, ſo as to 


be together loving one to another, as well as lo- 


ving God, and. making acceſſions to each others 


-—— os | by being ſo far ever with the 
Lord. 
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From this account of theſe words, I might 
make divers Inferences. | I take up with 
Three. ” 

1. If Holy Men ſhall be thus for ever with the 
Lord; then we may be content to walt with 
patience for a compleat Happineſs till that day ſ 
comes. If it pleaſe God to exerciſe us with 
Sorrows and Troubles in this Life, we muſt 
remember, it is the Kzngdom of God to Which aa: r4. 22. 
we are paſling through theſe many Tribulations. 

All the AMiQtions of this Life cannot make us 
throughly miſerable, not finally miſerable ; we 
areable to ſee through them to what is reſerved 
in the Heavens for us. When we are for ever 
with the Lord, we ſhall never be diverted or 
diſturbed, or called off from the continual en- 
joyment of that fulneſs of Joy ; we cannot be 
for ever miſerable. AfMiCtions are but for a 
while, and in compariſon of Eternity they en- 
dure but for a moment. But when all theſe 
Cloudsare blown over, then at the Morning of 
the ReſurreQtion, there will open upon us a 
Glory brighter than the Noon-day Sun ; A Glo- 
ry that will never ſet or fade : Becauſe our Lord 
will one day take us to be ſo near himſelf,, we ' 
ought to be well content, whilſt we are here q 
in the Body, to be exerciſed as it ſhall pleaſe the [ 
Wiſdom of God. | 
2. We ſpall ever bewith the Lord : but this is [ 
not the portion of all Men, as has been already 
{aid. And beſides the concurring Teſtimony of 
the whole Scripture, the next Epiſ/e tells us 
what will become of wicked Men at the ſe- 
cond coming of Chrift. Wherefore this Ex-

And. that I ex- 
preſs inthe words of our Saviour ; If any Mar 
ſerve me, let him follow me; and where | am, 
there ſhall alſo my Servant be.

hopes of being hereafter where our Lord and 
Maſter is, unleſs we now follow him by Obe- 


dience to him and Imitation of him. He is 
our Lord, and as fuch, he has in his holy Go- 
ſpel given us incomparable Precepts for a good 
Life; and to encourage our Obedience, he has 
confirmed and explained thefe Precepts, by his 
own. moſt excellent Example. If we follow 


him in the Temper of our Minds, and 1n the 


Holineſs of our Lives, he will take us up to be 


with himſelf; elſe, if we expe&t the Reward 


without doing our Work; if we preſume up-- 


on the fulfilling the Promiſe, when we will not 


obey the Command ; if we truſt we ſhall be 
Happy in Heaven, though we will not be Holy 
upon Earth, we deceive our ſelves, and ruin 
our ſelves by that deceit. Nothing impure ſhall 
enter that Holy Place. We ſhall never be fit to. 
be admitted into the preſence of an Holy Sa- 
viour, toſee the Face of an Holy God, unleſs 
we our ſelyes be alſo Holy. 

The exccilency of an Holy Life makes it very: 


reaſonable, but the hopes of Happineſs makes 1t 


very neceſſary, All workers of Iniquity ſhall 
be commanded to depart from God. Without 
Holineſs no Men fball fee the Lord. If we be 
aſhamed of Chriſt and his Commandments 
here, he will be aſhamed of us then, and _

fore comfort one another with theſe words. And 


of that before; I would not have you ignorant ver. 15. 


concerning them which are aſleep, that ye ſorrow 
wot, even as others which have no hope. Our Ho- 
ly and Religious Friends, whom Death takes 
from us, are not loſt ; they are gone before us 
to a better Place, and to better Company. And 
by what we read in this 17th Verle, we know 
where to find them, if we follow them after 
ſuch a manner as that we may overtake them. 


They are taken from us, and according as we 


needed or-delighted in their Company, our loſs 


may be the greater in their abſence. But it 


they were our Friends, it does not become us to 
grudg them their Happineſs. They are now 


with the Lord, in the preſence of God and of 


Jeſus Chrift, whither we ſhall e're long be ra- 


ken,if we be followers of them who through Faith 


and Patience inherit the Promiſes. 


T have been the leſs prolix in my Diſcourſe up- 
on theſe words, that I might have ſome time 
to ſpare, to pay thoſe Reſpects which are ſo 
juſtly due to the memory of that Reverend and 
Worthy Man whoſe Funerals we now ſ{olemnize. 

Upon which occaſion, I muſt take liberty to 
bewail the misfortune of this great and Wor- 

6 Dis. thy 
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who in divers reſpeQs am leſs fit for this Ser- 


vice than many worthier Men of this Neigh- 


bourhood. Not only becauſe of my own De- 
fets, of which I deſire always to be duly con- 
ſcious ; nor, together with that Conſideration, 
becauſe of the ftraits of Time only, which gave 
me leſs leiſure to recover my ſelf trom an hurr 

of Thoughts ; but alſo becauſe of the diſtance 
in which I have lived from him, which gave. 


me leſs opportunity of making thoſe Remarks 


upon his daily Converſation, which would. have: 
helped forward the CharaGter that ought to be: 
given of him. But when I have promiſed my 
ſelf, that you who converſed with him oftner,, 
will ſupply the DefeQts that you find in this Ac- 
count, from your more frequent and daily Ob- 
ſervations of what was eminent and praiſe- 
worthy in him ; Itake leave to proceed, when I 
have firſt faid, 

That I have known him not much leſs than 
40 Years. And beſides divers Correſpondencies 
by Letters,. I have had the happineſs of frequent 
converſing with him, and therefore may be 
thought in ſome meaſure fit to ſay ſomething of 
—_ | 

In which I may be excuſed from giving a large 
account of the former part of his Life, before he 
was fixed in this Place, or before I. had any 
knowledg of him. 

For though he was born in this County and 
Neighbourhood,, and educated in this School ; 
from whence he removed to Katherine-Hall in 
Cambridg, and from thence to a private. Town in 


this 


his Employment of a School-maſter, and where 


he gained ſuch a reputation for his Abilities in 


that Employment, that he was, after a few 


Years continuance there, {ollicited to remove to: 


Ipſwich : Ta which Town of note, he was .un- 
derſtood to be ſo perfect a Maſter in his Art, that: 
the then- Lord of Warwick. courted him hither. 
Yet theſe things being ſo long ago, that there are- 
few alive that can give any perfe&t account of: 
| them, and he being ſetled herein the Year 1649, 
(or thereabouts, I am ſure before the middle. of 
1650) he has lived here:long enough to- make 
good the Truth of all I ſhall ſay concerning. 
him. WhichT reduce to theſe Heads. 2:6

r. Asa Man, I only remark the ſtrength and. 
vivacity of his old Age. God bleſſed him with 
an able Body fit for his able Mind. He was 
not pordas inutile terre. He did not out-live his. 
Serviceableneſs. His Strength and Health con- 
tinued with him, ſo as he was not wanting to: 
his Employment, even almoſt to: the laſt days 
of his Life. Which I do not note as properly 
his ,Vertue, for then it would be imputable as. 


the Fault of thoſe who decay ſooner, but his 
Felicity 
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this County ( Chipping-Ongar) where he begani 


ed. 
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Felicity it was, and the Felicity of thoſe who 
were recommended to his Care ; that they did 
not waſte a great deal of their precious Time- 
under an old decayed Schoolmaſter, who was not 
able to fulfil the Ends for which they were ſent to 
him. But when he wasof a great Age (about: 
76) as he eſteemed himſelf born for Service, 
{d he was able to purſue the Ends for which 
he came into the World, as long as he conti- 
nued in it. | 

2. What a Neighbour he was, you of this' 
Place do very well know. How uſeful and: 
friendly.; how ready to make Peace, and to do 
all good Offices that lay in his Power. Of rhis 
I may: be allowed to ſay the leſs, becauſe En-: 
vy it ſelf cannot charge his Memory in this 
Matter. He never was a ſelf-deſigning Man. 
He was of no ſowr or moroſe Diſpoſition. Ne- 
ver inclined to make or increaſe Quarrels or 
Contentions. Nor could he be content to cloy- 
ſter up himſelf, and to live ſo retired, as to & 8 
ny others the advantage of his Converſation ; 
but hearty. and free, and open-ſpirited, and as 
willing to do Kindneſles, as others are to re- 
ceive them. | TIT 

What anexcellent Companion he was, all the 
Country knows, as well as this Town. Nor. 
do I know one Maa this day in Eſſex of more 
general Acquaintance, and whoſe Company was 
more univerſally grateful, and well accepted, 
than Mr. Glaſcock's of Pelſted was. A great 
Argument that he did not manage. private In- 
trigues to the prejudice of any with whom he 
converſed : He was no double-tongu'd Man, to-

whiſper Stories in one place, and contradi& 


them in another ; but where-ever he came. 


he was ſo heartily welcome, . as it appeared, 
that all Men had confidence in him, and by

Bur 3dly, as a friend, I muſt do that right to 
the fheredocls of Friendſhip, as to propoſe him 
for an excellent Example of a trufly Friend. 
There is fo much artifice and pretence in the 
World, that it is not eaſy to _ whom to

Tho? David had his Jonathan, Chriſt his John. 


But this was a Man to whom you might 
freely unboſome your Souls ;- to whom you might 
fafely commit a Secret ; of whole affiſtance 
you might promiſe your ſelf in any caſe that 
was in his Power, fo far as it was not baſe or 
diſhonourable. And there every good . Man muſt 
ftop. He that is Amicus uſq; ad aras, may be 
allowed to go no further, left whilſt he values 
the Friendſhip of this World, he becomes the 
Enemy of God, But he that wanted a Friend, 
and knew how to make a good uſe of him, 
might know where to find him, as long as this 
our Common Friend lived. 


This I have thought my ſelf obliged to ſay, 


becauſe I fay it upon good aſſurance; from the 
very friendly reſpeQts he has been pleaſed long 
Hz to 
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ſerved -from him, T make 'no doubt but that 


he has with the ſame ſincerity approved him- 


{elf ro many others. 
- 'That which I have hitherto ſaid, I did not 
well know how to contract. Bur, 
4. I muſt beg a little more of your patience 
to recommend him as Eminent in his Profeſ- 
ſion as a School-maſter, In which, before he 
came hither, he was of ſo good Note, that di- 
vers Perſons of Quality ſent their Children with 
him hither, from- Ipſwich; chuſing rather that 
they ſhould be at a greater diſtance from: their 
Parents, than not be under his Care. ay 
Here he has lived about 40 Years: And if we 
might .make Gueſles at things, it is a - great 
preſumption, that he was admirably well qua- 
lifed: for his Employment; In' that, whereas 
in a much leſs tract of Time, many other Men, 
in ſeveral Profeſhons, either by their own Irre- 
gularities and Indiſcretions, or by the forward- 
neſs of thoſe among whom they have lived, -have 


- out-lived "their Credit; yet this' worthy and 


good Man, during his 4o Years abode in one 
Place, has. not forfeited - his Reputation, but 
carries with -him' to the Grave a very fair E- 


ſeem, and an honourable good Name. 


So many Gentlemen, and Perſons of Honour 
and Quality as have been bred up under his Care, 
and having lived to make ſome Figure in the 
World, have been able to ſhew their Gratitude 
to him, and ſo many others having committed 
the Education of their Sons to him, it cannot 


be 
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be thought ſtrange, if he has had many and 
frequent Invitations to diſpoſe a conſiderable 
part of his Time amongſt his Worthy Friends. 
And the times of the receſs of his Scholars, he 
did uſe ſo to diſtribute to the great content 
and ſatisfaQtion of thoſe who could be happy ia 


his Company. 
And when due allowance is' made for that, it 
is well known how diligent he was, and how 
he loved to move in his own ſphere, and diſ- 


charge his.Duty in his School ; where his great 


/ Learning was of ſo publick notice, that it is 


needleſs for me to commend that, which no 
Body ever called in queſtion. The prudence 
of his ConduQ, whereby according to the ſe- 
veral Diſpoſitions of his Scholars, he knew 
how to apply . himſelf to them, ſo as moſt ſuc- 
ceſfully to gain upon them, was alſo particularly 
remarkable. He loved his Scholars,and was well 
beloved of them. He ſeldom uſed the Rod, but 
upon the provocation of ſome Immorality. The 
very great number of good Scholars that owe 
their firſt Learning to his Care, will be able to 
teſtify to the World, that if others were not ſo, 
it was more the fault of the Scholar than the 
Maſter. | - 

There is ſcarce a more uſeful ſort of Men in 
a Common-wealth, than good School-maſters. 
They do ina fort pingere aternitati; The next 
Generation depends much upon their Diligence 
-and' Care. And for this will the Memory of 
that Honourable Family that planted him here 


be bleſled {though he ſurvived them all ) 
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that they recommended ſo able and uſeful a Per- 
ſon to that Employment, that had ſo great an 


 1nflaence upon the welfare of Mankind. 


I would ask your Pardon, that I ſay no more 
in this parr of his Character, where his Excel- 
lencies were ſo peculiar, but that they were ſo 
viſible and eminent, that there 1s leſs need I 
= "oy hazard your patience. TI haſten there- 
ore, 


And 5thly, commend him to you for an able 


Divine: A Man well skilPd in Controverſies ;. 


but he knew them better than he loved: them ; 
and ſtudieqthem more for his own Satisfaction, 
than that he cared to trouble the World about 
them. Though Preaching were not his conſtant 
Province, yet as he had divers Occafions to- 
ſhow his Abilities in that kind, ſo he did it 
with great fatisfaQtion- to others: and: with this 
mark of felf-denial in himſelf, that. he did- not 
affe& Pedantry, or a vaita Oftentation of that 
Learning of which he was ſo great a Maſter: 
Hor though he was a great Critic and: Philolo- 
giſt, and in diſcourſe among his Friends, that 
were capable of that ſort of Learning, he was 
very communicative of his Notiens ;, yet he 
knew when to. lay it afide, as well as when. to 
uſe it. And that which was more fit for his 


| School,. or for the private Entertainment of 
| his Learned: Friends, he was well content to. 


keep out of the Pulpit. 

Great was -his Moderation in Matters-of: Con- 
troverſy that were of lefſs:neceffity. And if. in 
any thing he fliow'd ſomething like Paſſion, it 

- was 


of Mr. Chriſtopher Glaſcock. 
was againft thoſe eager Men, who laid more 
ſtreſs upon the Circumſtances than the Sub- 
{ance of Religion, He had indeed a Compai- 
ſion for Diſſenters, and ſuch as by ſome might 
be interpreted a favouring of their way : But 
his Charity was more to their Perſons, than 
their Cauſe. And by what he had obſerved in 
the times (before the return of Monarchy and 
Epiſcopacy) when they governed the Pulpits, 
he was fully convinced of the great neceſſity of 
a ſtated Liturgy ; thereby to prevent the Imper- 
tinencies and Indiſcretions (to ſay no worle of 
them) that were ſo frequent 1n their Service of 
God both in Prayer and Adminiſtration of the 
Sacraments. . But he had a kindneſs for the 
Men, 1o as to teſtify it in the moſt proper way, 
by .endeavouring what in him lay to remove 
their Prejudices, and to recover them to Com- 
munion with us. And if he could have found 
the ſame Temper and Candor in them, that he 
ſhow'd towards them, he had been more ſucceſ- 
ful in that kind. 

But though his Temper would not allow 
him to be fierce, yet he had not ſuch a tame- 
neſs of Spirit, as not to manifeſt his Zea! in re- 
ſpe& to the Subſtantials of Religion, a regu- 
lar Converſation, and good Life. He did often 
ule deeply -to lament the Debaucheries and Im- 
moralittes of the Age in which we live, and 
could not endure to ſee Morality juſtled out of 
Religion. | 
" And this being one Inſtance of his being a 
g00d Man, - as well as a good Divine, it leads 
= E 2 me 
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me to the laſt thing I promiſed” to obſerve in + 


him, which is indeed much more worth than 


all the reſt, ſo far as. they can be ſeparated 
from this. He was, 

6. A good Man : One that did value Religt- 
on beyond Learning,. or any other Abrcenpliſh- 


ments of this Life. How little he valued Rich- 
es, appears by the no great Acceſſions. he has 


made to his Paternal Eſtate, notwithſtanding the 
many and rhe long Advantages he had to heap 
up Wealth, it he had thought himſelf born e- 
ſpecially for that purpoſe. 

How little he was concerned to advance him- 
ſelf in the World, was manifeſt ſome Years ago, 
by his ſlowneſs to uſe his Intereſt for a School. 
of great Eminence in the City. of Loxdox : In 
which probably he might have ſucceeded, if 
he could haye perſwaded himſelf to have quic- 
kened his Pace in purſuing after it: But he was. 
contented- in the Sphere in which he had ſo long 


moved. And as he was not Covetous or Am- 


bitious, ſo did he give many Inſtances of his. 
Charity, and Meekneſs, and Humility, and 0- 
ther commendable Vertues. E 
He found many Occaſions for the Exerciſe of 
his Charity, yea,. he ſought them that. he might 
find them. So. ready to help his Neighbours 
in. a ſtreight, that often, when: he obſerved 
them under. troubled Thoughts, he would ask 


them if they wanted Mony ? and would freely 


lend it to ſerve their Neteſſities. And much good 
:n other kinds he did. But there are two Inſtan- 


ces of a. liberal Mind,. not to be omitted ; He 


Was 


was very ready in contributing to the Main- 
tenance of poor Scholars at the Univerlity : 
And ſo kind to Clergy-men, as to be content= 
ed with half pay for the Education: of their 
Sons, and oftentimes with none at all, 

_ His Meeknels and Gentleneſs bore-proportion 
to- his Charity. But if I ſhould give particular 
Inſtances of it, I muſt thereby reflect upon the 
Provocations that have been given him : let it 
therefore be enouglr to ſay, That as no Man 
can live long in the World, but he ſhall meer 
with frequent exerciſes of his Meekneſs and Pa- 


tience, ſo eſpecially School-maſters, who are ſo. 


.often in -danger of being rufled and diſordered 


by the Raſhneſſes and Extravagancies of their 


young. Scholars, have need of a good Guard up- 
on themſelves upon. this account. But what- 
ever Mr. Glaſcock might. meet with in. this or 
any other kind, he had: a great: command of 
his Paſſions, and governed them with a. ike Fe- 
-lieity, as he did his Scholars. — 

His Humility alſo (which i z neceſſary dif- 
poſition for meekneſs) was very conſpicuous. 
'That eſteem which he generally had in the 
World, did not puff him up to a lofty concett of 
himſelf; but he was very condeſcending to- his 
Inferiors in Worth, as well as in Age. And I 
think few Men are more ready than he was, 


iz lowlineſs of Mind to eſteem others better thay Phil. 2. 2. 


himſelf. 

In this Place, where all believe it,. the- men- 
tion of. it is enough. But becauſe. it is a neceſ- 
{agy Qualification of a good Man, let me add. - 

: WOTra: 
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reed of his Faichfolne6 . to the Relations 
wherein he was more peculiarly engaged. A 
very loving Husband. A very tender Father. 


A very kind Maſter, who was willing to give to 
all that which was juſt and equal, as knowing 
that he alſo had a Maſter in Heavens. 

He that was thus careful among Men to ren- 
der to all their Dues, did not forget his Reli- 
gion towards God. A ſincere unaffeQted Reli- 
gion, wherein he did not by any means neg- 
Ie& that which is outward and decent, but la- 
mented the Ignorance of thoſe, who upoa that 
account diſſented from us. But he did much 
more value the ſubſtantial Parts of true and un- 


diſſembled Piety. 


Thus he lived to a great Age. The greateſt 
part of his time being ſpent in the view of the 
World ; he behaved himſelf ſo, as he needed 
not be aſhamed of himſelf, or the manner of 
his Life. 

And as he had for a long time praiſed the 
Vertues that were proper to Health and Con- 


werſation ; ſo, when it pleaſed God to change his 


State, and bring him by ſomeleifurely Approach- 


es towards Death, he was not at a loſs tor that 


Patience and Reſignation that was proper for a 
time of Sickneſs and Death. 

Of which I can ſay nothing of rmfy own know- 
ledg, not having been with him, or ſeen him, 
ſince his laſt ſickneſs. But I am very well con- 
firmed, by thoſe who were often with him, that 
his Beiaviour then was according to the Tenor 


of his forepaſt Life. He did not covet to live: 
for 


-\ 
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for he had long ago ſeen through all the Vani- 
ties of this World, and did not think it worth 
the while to live for their ſakes. Nor was he 
afraid to die. And when it came upon him, 
God was merciful to him,” and gave him art 
eaſy and painlefs Death, and made it a comfor- 
table Paffage for him. into a better World. 
Where he is (as we with very good Grounds 
confidently hope) admitted among thoſe thar are 
for ever with the Lord, = 
You that are grown up, will-know how to- 
apply theſe things to your ſelves,. and will un-- 
derſtand it your Daty to endeavour fo to live, 
that you may alſo, when you die,. have hopes 
of being tranſlated into the Preſence of God. 


Suffer me: to: make but one. Refletion upon 
all that LT have ſaid; for the fake- of thoſe who 
have now. loft the Guide of their Youth,. and. 
L conclude. 

You, young Gentlemen;. who have: now: loſt 
your Maſter, let me exhort you in theſe words, 
Remember hits who has had the Rule over- you : Re- 
member his good Counſels and* his good Exam- 
ple, I doubt not but it will be of uſe to you, in. 
your _ through the World, when you ſhall 
be tempted to any vicious courſe of Life, to any 
ungentile, to any:unſcholarlike;, to any Unchri- 
ſtan PraQtices; to fay to your ſelves, This Ad- 
vice I remember my Maſter G/aſcock gave me, 
and by the Grace.of God I reſolve to follow it.

with the InſtruQtions. which you ſhall hereafter 
receive, remember how you- have been already. 
taught; And as you loved your Maſter, ſo fol- 
low his good-Counſel. "3 0. 
And if weall uſe our beſt diligence, to fol- 
low this and other-like good Examples, then 
may. we hope that we ſhall, in God's due Time, 
find the ſame Reward of our preſent Holineſs ; 


and we, with all the Holy Servants of God that
